53 MPH Speed Bill Slalcd 
To Go Into Effect By Mar. 1

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - In­ 
diana senators want to be sure 
the 55 mile an hour speed limit 
for the energy crisis goes off as 
soon as possible. It is not slated 
to go into effect until March 1. 
The Senate Tuesday amended 
a House-passed speed limit bill 
which became eligible for final 
passage today. One of the sec­ 
ond - r« *a d i ng a mend men ts pro- 
vides that the governor may act 
sooner than the present dead­ 
line in the bill of July 1, 1975, 
to increase the speeds back to 
70 miles an hour on interstates 
and 65 mile an hour on other 
dual highways. 
Among a dozen House b ills 
passed by the Senate Tuesday 
on final reading and either sent 
t o G o v e r n o r B o w e n o r t o t h e 
House m cases in which Senate 
amendments had been added— 
w ere m e a su re s t o m ake the 
state superintendent of public 
instruction a four-year office co­ 
inciding with the governor’s 
term, to change the effective 
date for local option tax and 
provide for one-year sabbaticals 
for teachers. 
Sen. El den C Tipton, D-Jason- 
ville, offered the amendment to 
the major energy crisis bill in 
the 1974 Legislature which pro­ 
vides the machinery for lower­ 
ing max i in urn speed lim its to 
the 55 mile an hour level in­ 
directly mandated by Congress. 
States not adopting the lowered 
speed can lose federal highway 
funds 
Effective Dates Sc 
T he bill, as it p a s s e d the 
House and was amended in the 
Senate Roads and Transporta­ 
tion Committee, adopts the 55 
mile an hour figure as maxi­ 
mum speed m the state after 
Feb 28 a n d e x te n d in g u n til 
July 1, 1975 
“If this 55 mile an hour speed 
limit is as unpopular in your 
area as mine, you as legislators 
will be the whipping boys," Tip­ 
ton warned, in offering his 
amendment. The amendment, 
adopted by voice vote, would al­ 
low the governor to restore the 
present 70 and 65 mile per hour 
máximums sooner if the lower 
speed is "no longer necessary 
to conserve fuel and meet re­ 
quirements in the Federal High­ 
way Emergency Construction 
Act." 
The House bill to make the 
state school superintendent a 
tour-year term coinciding with 
that of the governor passed by 
a 27-20 party-line vote and now 
goes to the governor Harold O. 
Negley, the present superintend­ 


e n t, w a s e 1 e c t e d in 1972 and 
took office on March 15, 1973. 
Under this bill, the superintend­ 
ent next would be e le c te d in 
1976 and take office in January 
at the same time the governor 
does. Negley is a Republican. 
A constitutional amendment 
had left up to the legislature 
the length of the school superin­ 
tendent’s term and method of 
selection. A study several years 
ago favored an appointive meth­ 
od of selection. But Sen. Leslie 
Duvall, R-Indianapolis, the Sen­ 
ate sponsor, said “in recent 
years the electorate has spoken 
rather clearly it wishes to keep 
the public officials elective." 
At first, some Democrats vot­ 
ed for the bill and a Republican 
against it, but before the final 
vote was tallied, it was strictly 
a party-line vote, Under the vot­ 
ing plan used in the temporary 
Senate in the State Office Build­ 
ing during renovation of regular 
Senate chambers, senators can 
twice change their mind before 
the final vote. 
Amendment Advanced 
The Senate Tuesday also ad­ 
vanced on second reading, to 
make eligible for final passage 
today, a proposed constitutional 
amendment that would also re­ 
quire that the secretary of 
state, auditor and treasurer be 
elected at the same time the 
governor is elected, beginning in 
1980. This amendment would 
have to pass the 1975 Legisla­ 
ture and be adopted by the 1976 
voters to be effective. 
The House bill changing the 
local option tax effective dates 
and assu rin g that in terest on 
the local option tax goes to the 
adopting counties got a unani­ 
mous 47-0 vote. 
Under the 1973 tax restructur­ 
ing package, counties could 
adopt the local option individual 
income tax by J u ly 1 and it 
would go into effect J a n . 1. 
However, this meant that coun­ 
ties taking this option would 
have their property taxes froz­ 
en for a full year but would 
only get six months of local op­ 
tion receipts. The revision ap­ 
proved Tuesday sets a new 
deadline of April 1 for a county 
to adopt or change its local op­ 
tion tax, to go into effect July I 
of the same year. 
In terest on the local option 
tax, which is piggy-backed onto 
the state individual income tax 
collections, would amount to 
$950,000 tor the 1973-75 b ie n ­ 
nium . The bill specifies th a t 
this interest go to the adopting 
counties and not to the state 
general fund

come up with those same 
charged little bubbles inside I 
do watching Jerry West glide 
up and down a basketball floor, 
then you’d better hurry out and 
catch him quick because he’s 
already past the twilight, and if 
you wait a whole lot longer it’ll 
be too late. 
Jerry West is hanging up his 
sneakers after this season. 
He has decided, in his own 
mind anyway, to call it. a 
career after 14 seasons with the 
Los Angeles Lakers, but like so 
many other superstars he’s 
having a spot of trouble making 
the final official announcement. 
“I know I’ve slow’ed down,” 
says the popular, slender, flat­ 
nosed West Vir.ginian, a produc­ 
er of more than 25,000 points 
for the Lakers since he first 
joined them back in 1960. “I 
don’t have the consistency and 
I just can’t keep up the pace 
anymore. 
Honesty always has been one 
of Jerry West’s strong points, 
and he’s 
being 
completely 
honest now. 
Not Deluded by Stax 
lie’s not letting himself be 
deluded by bare statistics. He’s 
averaging 208 points a game 
now and that would be a fine 
year for anybody else but it 
isn’t anything special for West. 
As a matter of fact, apart from 
his 
rookie year when he 
averaged 176 points a game, 
this season’s showing consti­ 
tutes his most modest point 
performance. 
Jerry West doe>n’t make this 
his barometer though. 
He looks at more important 
things. His reflexes for exam­ 
ple They’re nowhere near what 
they once were. Nor does he 
have the stamina he once did. 
People tend to forget Jerry 
West is 35, perhaps because 
he’s so skinny. Individuals who 
don’t put on weight always look 
younger than those who do. 
Another thing, probably far 
out-weighing anything else, is 
the intense desire, that tremen­ 
dous enthusiasm which was a 
Jerry West trademark for so 
many years. It’s no longer 
there. Maybe it pains the 
Lakers’ perennial All Pro guard 
to admit that, but whether he 
does or not, it’s unfortunately 
true.The question is why? 
The answer is fairly simple, 
the way I see it, anyway 
To begin with, there’s the 
natural decline in enthusiasm 
that comes with age. Then 
there’s that little item profes­ 
sional athletes seldom talk 
about but always have kicking 
around in the back of their 
minds. It’s called pride, some­ 
times incentive. 
His Wife Navs He’s Vntsy 
Jerry West’s wife, Jane, says 
he’s “antsy.” 
He forever wants to get on 


with what’s next, she says. For 
many years, he was antsy 
about playing on a world 
championship team and for 
awhile there he began thinkiivg 
he’d never make it. Finally he 
did though two seasons ago. 
Jerry West enjoyed that so 
much, he thought he’d stick 
around for a second helping. 
Now he’s getting the feeling 
there may not be one for a long 
time. The Lakers lost in the 
finals again last season and 
although they’re contending for 
the lop spot in the Pacific 
Division now, Golden State is 
the hot dub at the moment. 
The Warriors are coming on in 
a hurry and under the NBA’s 
new playoff plan, the Lakers 
could be out of the playoffs if 
the Warriors finish first. 
He h as been around so lon,g, 
Jerry West is hard to fool. 
Nobody has to tell him that 
with Wilt Chamberlain and Jim 
McMillian gone, the Lakers’ 
immediate fortunes are rather 
like the late afternoon sun, not 
too bright. Maybe even slowly 
sinking in the west. 
Somehow Jerry West must 
feel there is no real incentive 
left anymore. 
That Root of All Evil 
A pulled abdominal muscle 
be has been playing with for 
some time now doesn’t make 
the whole thing any more 
enjoyable. Then there’s that 
root of all evil—money. 
The Lakers are paying West 


$275.000 a year. Not bad. you 
say. Not so good, Jerry West 
thinks when he compares that

Chamberlain is drawing from 
San Die) *o in the ABA for three 
years. 
As matters stand now. West 
is the Lakers’ No. 1 adver­ 
tisement, the same as he has 
been for most of the 14 seasons 
he has been with them.

At 10:45 Mr. Dwain Jones director, of the center 
for physiotherapy at Richmond, will define and 
demonstrate ways to achieve family love. Many of 
us are too reserved, or too shy, or too busy to take 
the time to express appreciation and love to our 
nearest and dearest . To hear the subject discussed 
by an expert should put a new meaning on this ever 
needed quality need for successful family living. 
After lunch. Dr. Eugene Roach, a psychiatrist from 
New Castle, will speak on human needs. . .“to know 
is to give, and to know is to receive.” After each 
talk, there will be a question and answer period. 
Often the problem that you are facing is a common 
one, and one that needs to be discussed in detail so 
all questions will be answered. If you prefer, the 
questions can be turned in before the talk so no 
identity can be established. 
The day ends when Dr. Barbara Stilwetl, 
psychiatrist from Indianapolis, takes up the 
question of woman’s lib and discusses, “Formation 
of Female Identity in a World of Conflicting Cues.”

When the franc was in danger of collapsing in 
1956, it was the Americans who propped it up, and 
their reward was to be insulted and swindled on the 
streets of Paris. 
I was there. I saw it. 
When distant cities are hit by earthquakes, it is 
the United States that hurries in to help.. This 
spring, 59 American communities (were) flattened 
by tornadoes. Nobody helped. 
The Marshall Plan and the Truman Policy 
pumped billions upon billions of dollars into 
discouraged countries. Now newspapers in those 
countries are writing about the decadent, war­ 
mongering Americans. 
I’d like to see just one of those countries that is 
gloating over the erosion of the United States dollar 
build its own airplanes. 
Come bn, let’s hear it! 
Does any other country in the world have a plane 
to equal the Boeing Jumbo Jet, the Lockheed 
Tristar or the Douglas 10: 
If so, why don’t they fly them? Why do all the 
International lines except Russia fly American 
planes?

ing violations,” he said. “ I’m

Mathis, 
30, 
a 
m anagem ent 
consultant 
and 
self-appointed 
coordinator of the group, start­ 
ed Smokers Anonymous by en­ 
couraging 15-year-old Kathy Er­ 
win to sign her name to an ad 
in the school newspaper. 
“I'm killing m yself,” the ad 
read 
in 
part, 
“ because 
I 
sm oke.” 
Kathy said she quit smoking 
soon after the- ad ran and now 
hasn’t had a cigarette in more 
than two months. 
“ But it’s been hard to get 
kids interested in the organiza­ 
tion because if they’re cheer­ 
leaders, say, they don’t want 
anyone to know they sm oke,” 
Kathy said. 
The members have organized 
a 
speakers 
bureau 
and have 
made appearances at two high 


schools in Michigan City, Ind. 
They are actively supporting a 
clean 
air bill in the 
Indiana 
Legislature and expect to testify 
in public hearings on the bill. 


‘We’ve

D Ind., get us 
an appointment before the Con­ 
sum er Protection Agency under
